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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgment is made in the receipt of the amendment filed December 1 0, 2007. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to anticipate or render obvious an aerostatic suspension system comprising a piston-cylinder 
set, wherein the piston is provided with seals, and wherein at least one of the seals comprises a 
ferrofluidic seal, by itself or in combination with elastomeric O-ring seals; or wherein the 
adjustable point of application of force mechanism comprises a frame with rollers which allow 
displacement of the frame along a track, wherein the frame also holds a position-adjustment 
threaded spindle, wherein on the lower end of the frame is mounted a support roller, wherein the 
point of application of force between lever and roller is co-linear with the turning axis of the 
mounting rollers for supporting rocker arm of roller so as to ensure its invariability irrespective 
of angular change of application of force, thus ensuring that lever arm ratio does not change as a 
leverage angle changes, and as lever inclination changes, the total effective length increase does 
not represent a change in the lever arm ratio, given that both increase in the same proportion.
